Nelll is practically a permanent ap- 
pointee, and the benefit of his ex- 
perience is realized with increasing 
degree each successive year. A Sec- 
retary of Labor who changed every 
four years or oftener could not pos- 
sibly do as well and would be  es-' 
sentially a political agent, subject to 
all of the usual criticiem that is di- 
rected against political factors in an 
administration. Senators believe that 
there is eyery reason to think the iIn- 
terests of labor are receiving very full 
consideration in the Federal govern- 
ment at the present time and that 
nothing would be gained by making a 
new Cabinet office. The Cabinet as a

The State Supreme Court has af- 
firmed the constitutionality of the 
bitterly fought industrial district or- 
dinance, by which certain, lines of 
business are prohibited in what are 


sion question of the legality 
of the ordinance” Following the ac- 
tion of the Police Court, a writ of 


habeas corpus was sued out in favor 
of Montgomery. The case was ar- 
gued before the full Supreme Court 
sitting in bane in this city some 


Montgomery was charged with a 
misdemeanor. The sole question 
presented to the Supreme Court was 
the sufficiency of the ordinance. The 
contention on the part of the peti- 
tioner was that the petition was in 
excess of the legislative power of 
the Mayor and City Council under 
the charter; that it was in violation 
of the private rights of the peti- 
tioner secured by the constitution of 
the United States and the Constitu- 
tion of California. 

The ordinance declares all of the 
city except certain enumerated in- 
dustrial districts to be of a residence 
character and prohibits the conduct 
of certain sorts of business therein. 
Among the number so barred are 
stone-crushers, rolling mills, machine 


establishments, hay barns, wood- 
yards, lumber yards, public laundries 
and washhouses. The petitioner also 
alleged that the ordinance was dis- 
criminatory by the reason of the 
placing of a “business center” within 
the lines of the “residence district.”’ 

The decision sets out that, in any 
view of the evidence it cannot be 
sald that the Counci) violated the 
large discretion vested in it with 
reference to police measures of the 
kind here considered. It continues 
that, unless such abuse of discretion 
appears, the courts are not inclined 
to nulify ordinances on the ground 
of their unfairness. 

The petitioner's most tmportant 
contention, in view ef the court, 
was that the enumeration in the 
Los Angeles charter of certain trades, 
callings and occupations which may 
bé prohibited excludes the prohibi- 
tion by ordinance of others not so 


the charter are not in terms liimi- 
tations at all. but the enumeration 
of powers. They are expressly given 
to the city. If therefore, the or- 
dinance here considered may be up- 
held by the general palice powers 
of the city as exercised by its legte- 
lative body it will not fall merely 
because the city has specific author- 
ity under its charter to suppress cer- 
tain kinds of business. 

Tt ie also declared that the or- 
dinance is not intended to suppress 
but to regulate specified occupations. 
As «a regulatory measure it comes 
clearly within the law. While a 
lumber yard ts not per se a nuis- 
ance, the court held that in a resi- 
dence district it may endanger prop- 
erty of the neighborhood for various 
reasons.
